Swimming Pool 


Raymond Public School I Council Meeting Held 


Almost like the magician's 
pass, presto, chango, and your 
fence appears was the story 
Wednesday afternoon when the 
Swimming Pool grounds were 
fenced and the trees planted. 
The majority of the work was 
put over in about three hours 
actual working time. 

L. L. Pack, chairman of the 
Community Service Committee 
was in general command of the 
work with Warren Jones in 
charge of materials, and Lowell 
Duncombe had charge of wire 
and steel work, T. K. Foberts 
the carpenter and form work, T. 
Geo. Wood the planting of troop 
and C. R. Wing the cement mix¬ 
ing. These four were assisted 
by the boys and girls of the 
High School and the Rotarians 
who were there nearly 100 per 
cent as well as all of the High 
Sohool staff and a large number 
of town fellows who co-operateo 
100 p.c. in further improving the 
Swimming Pool grounds, mak¬ 
ing it ready for th e coming sum 
mer. 

When the post hole sites were 
marked, the shovels went into 
action, and i n just a few min¬ 
utes the holes were dug and the 
postg set, and when the board¬ 
ing of the fence commenced, it 
kept a couple of men busy mark 
ing the boards that were already 
sawed to keep the tatoo of the 
hammers busy. The board fence 
which crosses the west end and 
comes down to the east end ct 
the main pool on the north and 
south was soon in place. This 
will join the six foot Frostt wov 
en wire fence, which will enclose 
the remainder of the pool. The 
wire is not on yet, as the steel 
posts had to be set in concrcl 
and this had to be left to dry. 

The trees planted included a 
row of elm all the way down the 
north side of the Pool, and ash 
and North West poplar inter¬ 
mittently on the other side and 
across the ends. There is still 
the planting of shrubs and flow 
ering plants to be taken care of 
later. It is to be hoped that vis¬ 
itors to the Pool will be consid¬ 
erate of the trees and shrubs 
and keep them growing. 

A cement waft; was placed 
from, the dressing rooms to the 
Pool, and a walk put around the 
other two sides of the wading 
pool which will make it nice fur 
the little kid s who get such a 
kick out of the wading pool. 

The*thianks of the public are 
certainly due the officials of the 
Canadian Sugar Factories, with¬ 
out whose help and liberality in 
donating the steel posts and 
welding the arms to them, and 
also welding on the wire, the 
steel part of the fence would 
have been practically out of the 
question. 

When it can be painted the 
Pool and fence will be a real 
beauty spot.

W e have examined several 
orders for printing brought into 
the town, the result of the work 
of high pressure salesmen, who 
were not entirely honest in their 
presentation of facts, rather di 
appoint^ the buyers, and receiv¬ 
ed money on the line for the or¬ 
der. 

These dollars taken away ne¬ 
ver benefit Raymond a bit. We 
have a town to maintain, a 
school to operate, and salaries 
to pay, and in order to nice 
these expenses, revenue has to 
be collected. It our support of 
our local business institutions 
fall a to the point where they 
have to close up. then, we will 
either hav e to pay more taxes 
for our homes and lots, or else 
dispense with some of the ad¬ 
vantages of our schools or of our 
Town. 

We are not unmindful of the 
fact that city stores offer great 
er variety because of the larger 
turnover, but to offset this, if we 
were as loyal to our local instit¬ 
utions as we should be, their 
turnover would be much greater 
and their selection and variety 
correspondingly larger. Think 
this matter over, especially in 
the lines of exclusive stores that 
may be operated.

WEEKLY LETTER 

SOIL DRIFT CONTROL 

Soil drifting is extremely ser¬ 
ious this spring in those parts 
of southern Alberta that were 
dry last summer. In fact this 
seems to be one of the worst 
seasons we have had in recent 
years for drifting. Many large 
areas that are involved can be 
handled only by starting on the 
west side and working to tin 
east. This means most of the 
farmers will have to cooperate 
and work with their neighbours 
on the west to get their fields 
under control before they can do 
anything on their own farms. 
Fields that are blown bare of 
drifting soil may possibly be 
handled by culticating and drill 
ing but if there is much loose 
drifting material, this will have 
to be ploughed under or covered 
with a lister, or better still, 
where straw is available the 
spots of drifting soil can be Held 
by scattering a thin coating of 
straw after seeding. Listing 
strips and seeding between the 
listed strips after cultivating 
deeply may hold the soil on some 
i ields. 

The situation is serious and 
extreme measures will have to 


be ta,ken to handle many of 
these drifts. 

The Value of Field Days: 

Do you know that a field day 
is held on each of the sub-stat¬ 
ions and illustration stations in 
southern All)erta every year? 
Experts along many line 8 are 
present and are prepared to dis 
cus s almost any problem a farm 
er wishes to bring before the 
meeting. Last year over 1,100 
people attended the field days 
and took part in the discussions 
In an attempt to make these 
more truly suit the district in 
which they are held, farmers 
are asked to suggest topics 
which they would like to have 
discussed on succeeding field 
days. These are government in¬ 
stitutions and therefore you 1 * 
institutions, so why not attend 
and enter into the discussions. 
Your ideas are valuable and so 
are your neighbour’s. Meet at 
the fieldday and exchange ideas. 
Watch for notices of the field 
days that will be held at your 
sub-station or illustration stat¬ 
ion in June or July.
